Blue  Jacket  was  a  white  boy  who  was  captured  by  Shawnee  In- 
dians. He  was  not  killed  but  was  adopted  into  the  tribe  and  given 
the  name  "Weh-yah-pi-ehr-sehn-wah,"  or  Blue  (ackel,  from  the 
shirt  he  had  been  wearing  at  the  time  of  his  capture.  He  later  so 
excelled  as  a  fighter  and  leader  of  men  that  he  was  made  war  chief 
of  the  Shawnee  nation. 
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
